degree of popularity with the travel- 
ling public. Tho former is a direct 
result, becauso the growth in dimen- 
sions adds to the area of the. passenger 
decks, and, in some cases, to the 
capacity for carrying cargo; while so 
fur ag the latter point is concerned, 
lit is recognised that tho larger tha 
ship the better she stands up-agninst 
the storms of the ocean, and there is 
the greater prospect too that, as o 
structure, she is correspondingly 
strongor. In the ‘warship, however, 
increase ii displacement tonnage is 
only justified by incrensed Sighting 
}power, and while every advance 
hoa, in the. past, been justified 
by a still larger increase in
